2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention, as set forth in the sole independent claim 1 , is directed to a rotatable lifting 
hook that is actuated to rotate through its connection with a double-scissors linkage. 
The closest prior art (Moody 4,416,480) also shows a rotatable lifting hook, but its 
actuator is a linear piston assembly. Thus, the prior art does not fairly teach or suggest 
the double-scissors actuating linkage as recited in claim 1 of the instant application.
